Unless there uss 
some^ reason for denying it to me when I requested it that did not obtain later when, 
the i imes did, this is e case of both improper withholding and discrimination 
against a single rsaearcher or prejudice in favor of a major newspaper. Journalis- 
tically, it is an important and costly discrimination sgsdnst me.' As 1 at that 
time declared, I could conceive of no regulation that permitted the withhold ins: of 
the agreement on the return of ice pictures end .-,-ro ys said to be those of the” 
-residential autopsy st the" time of my reouest. 

Should there neve been such a reason, may I aak what it ia? if there wee 
not, rasy I ogBin aak why this material was denied me end later meda available 
■to the Hew York 'Times, end whfi when this happened, it was not sent to me on the 
basis of equality but was withheld for enough time to deny tae the journalistic 
velue in iff The value of scholarship had already been denied me.
